Lightning strikes 
Pinney House 

A bolt of lightning struck the Pinney House. 
225 N. Lima, well-known Sierra Madre historical 
landmark, Saturday morning at 8:30 a.m. No one 
was injured and the initial estimate of the fire 

loss was less than $2000. 

The crash of thunder alerted residents and the 
bolt struck the tower about four leet Irom the 
top, went through the cockloft, setting fire to 
the wooden shingles. 

The Sierra Madre Fire Department responded 
and residents were evacuated. Firemen advanced 
hose lines to the outside and inside areas al- 
fected and engines pulled up to both the Iront 
and back entrances of the building. 

Firemen report that since the building is so 
old any fire inside the structure is ol majoi 
concern. "The wood inside is old and dry and 
I the structure is not sprinklered,” Fire Chiel Ed 
Tracy reports. 

Inside the attic. Engineer Steve Btckel used 
a rescue saw to cut away the burning section 
of the roof while Captain Bob Spears and En¬ 
gineer Bill Messersmith worked with three dil- 
ferent ladders to reach the burning shingles on 

the north face of the spire. 

The force of the strike had shattered some 
of the beams inside the tower and had set lire 
to the shingles, if the lightning had struck the 
other side of the spire there would have been 
no way to reach the burn, Spears reports. 

"We usually could call on Arcadia or Mon¬ 
rovia to send us a truck company so we could 
reach the top directly,” explains Chiel Tony Ler- 
ner, "but that morning they were busy in their 
own cities responding to other calls caused by 
the storm. I think the only truck that was not 
busy was in El Monte.” 

The burned sections of the root were cut 
away and the holes were covered with plastic 
by the fire department in preparation for a roof 
repairman to complete maintenance.

Ordinance 1033 utilizes the existing R-2 De¬ 
velopment Standards in the R-2 Zone but requires 
the addition of a conditional Use Permit and, 
therefore.

— State parks close during periods 
of extreme fire danger; call (213) 
454-2372 for 24-hour recorded 
fire condition message. 

— Build no fires and don’t smoke. 

— Carry a well equipped first aid 
kit. 

— Remember, high summer temper¬ 
atures can reduce a person’s 
efficiency. Travel light. The heav¬ 
iest item in your pack should 
be water. 

Trail cautions include the following: 

— Be aware that the southern Pac¬ 
ific rattlesnake makes the moun¬ 
tains his home; stay away from 
him and he won’t bother you. 
Some things to know and remem¬ 
ber are: 

— Do not make an incision in or¬ 
der to draw out venom; there are 
too many associated injuries to 
this action. Treatment: Splint the 
extremity and transport to an Em¬ 
ergency Room. 

— Poison oak grows in shady moist 
area. Learn to recognize it. Wear¬ 
ing long pants and staying on 
trails will help you avoid it. 

— Be aware that ticks are out this 
time of year. Some ticks do carry 
disease (Lyme disease as an ex¬ 
ample). Check your clothing and 
exposed skin after hiking.

When I first performed cataract surger¬ 
ies 25 years ago, patients spent 5 days in a 
hospital bed, their heads immobilized by sand¬ 
bags. That was because the incision was so 
large it was considered a hazard to allow 
any movement. 

Now, as described in last week’s column, 
cataract surgery is done on an out-patient 
basis. The post-surgery medication they are 
offered is two Tylenol tablets, and about 
half the patients don’t require them. 

Patients come to my office the next 
day so 1 can remove the patch, check the 
eye, and get them started on the road to 
full recovery and to re-gaining the full use 
of that eye. 

It’s a simple regimen they follow: Eye- 
drops four times a day (breakfast, lunch, 
dinner, bedtime) for six weeks; and wear 


the patch while they sleep for two weeks. 
(This is to protect the eye until it is fully 
healed. Many people scratch or rub their 
eyes while they sleep.) 

What do patients see when the patch 
is removed? 

For some, vision is entirely restored. But 
for most patients, regaining their vision will 
be a more gradual process. 

Usually, patients have rather blurred vi¬ 
sion for the first several days after surgery. 
There are two reasons for this: 

First, as a result of the surgery, red 
blood cells leak into the aqueous and cause 
some blurring. These cells are absorbed by 
surrounding tissues usually within a few days. 

Secondly, a slight astigmatism is caused 
by the sutures. To ensure that the incision 
is fully closed, tissues are pulled tighter than 
normal when sutured. When the incision heals, 
the tissues relax to their normal tension, and 
the astigmatism disappears. 

So within a week, useful vision will be 
restored for most patients, though their 
sight will continue to improve for another 
month or two. 

There are other means for dealing with 
cataracts that are used in some instances. 
They will be discussed in next week’s EYE 
WATCH.

Only a third of the 
state’s households could 
afford to purchase the 
median priced existing 
single-family home of 
$134,552. April’s 33 per¬ 
cent compares to 34 per¬ 
cent in March. 

“Most of April’s 
households continued to 
reflect single digit fixed 
rate mortgages negotiated 
before the recent rise in 
interest rates. Neverthe¬ 
less, the initial surge in 
interest rates also com¬ 
bined with housing price 
increases has reduced af¬ 
fordability,’’ stated 
C.A.R. President Jack 
Paulson. 

According to the Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank 
Board, effective interest 
rates for all loans closed 
on the purchase of pre¬ 
viously occupied homes 
registered 9.14 percent in 
early April, and continue 
on the upswing. Mean¬

Rain and lightning

Tom Romano expressed
